Sncialists of Virgnia In sesslon yo.-|
terrday nt pftbnoy'- Hall drew up
State plntform nnd nomlnutcil n com¬
plete Ucket for Stnte ollices in the
general electlon next Novembcr, nam-
Ing Alonzo 11. Donnott, of Warc Neck,
Gloueester county, for 'Governor. The
platforrn deuoiiiices tlie present' State
Constltution. and Its metliod of ndop-
tion, advocates compuisory educatlon,
free- text books, nbolltlon of convicl
contract labor system. ubolltlon of em-

ployment of children under slxteen
years of age, llmitlng tlie power of
injunctlon, electlon of Judgcs by the
people, a unlform clght-hour law, und
other reforms. The meetlng was thc
annual convention of the .'oclitlist
j.arty of Virginia Abcut forty delegates
were present from Richmond, Norfol'k,
Manchester, Aberdcen, Newport News
and other polnts.

l'rorlsli nn of I'lntforiii.
Tho meetlng was called to order at

1:30 P. M, by G. M. Norrls-. of Kleh-
mond. Samuel Clark, of Norfolk, was
elected permanent chalrman, and C. B.
Good, Norfolk, permanent secretary.
Messrs. F. I- McLcan, Norfolk; lloot.
Newport News, and Pnyn'e, Rlchmond,
wero elected as a committeo on plat¬
forrn, and later presented a document
ombodylng a declaratlon of loyalty to
internatlcnal soclallsm nnd the Na¬
tional Soolallst Party of tlie Unlted
States. r.cognizing the oxlstence of two
cconomic classes in the Unlted States,
and ombodylng the followlng:
"We denounce as undemocratlc the

present Stato Constltution. especlally
as to the metliod of ita adoptlon, the
splrit of its purpose, and coiiscquently
.its polltical operatlon.

Compuisory- l'dm-niinn.
"We advocate compuisory educatlon

laws, free text books in all public
echools, these to be published by the
State; the feedlng and clothing of
echool children whose parents are un¬
able to do so.

..Recognizlng the evils and injustice
of the contract convict labor system
Bs it extsts ln this State, we demand
its abolltlon. We declare, however,
that thc large and constantly Increas-
ing population of our prisons Is the
tlirect otttcome of our present chaotlc
industrlal system, which breeds crlme
and rtilsery. The Soclallst party not
only prot.-tB agalnst thc condltlons
.whlch manufacture crinies and con-
vlcts, but this party provldes for tho
aholitlon of ihesc conditions.
"Wo demand the .nbolltlon of thc

criminal case. j"We demand a iegal enacttnent of

the imperativo mnndate (power of re- I
call), and proportlonal lepresentatlon. |"We demand: The electlon of judges
by the people; a unlform elght-hour
law for all industry, public or prl¬
vate; the enactment of a comprehen-
nlve and constltntlonal employers'
llabillty law; tbe establl.hmenl of a
law maklng polltical aftlllalions no
tiar to servlco on any court Jury; tho
abolltlon of the present delinquent
lax law and thc Instltutlon in its
place of a law designed to perpetual-
ly revert to the State such land as is
conderpned for delinquent taxes."

FOURTH GLAIMS
ITS FIRST VIGTIM

Dorothy Sniith, Three Years OUI,
Fatally Bunied WhHe Play i ii'g

With Fircworks.

BROTHER ONLY EYE-WITNESS

Unclc and Mother of Father Also
-Burncd to Death Several

Years Ago.
Celebratlon of the Fourth" of July

clalmed Its llrst vlctlm ln tho person
of little Dorothy Smlth, the throc-

ycnr-old daughter of W. R. Smlth. of
G West Cary Street, who was futnlly
burned at K':30 o'clock yesterday af¬
ternoon whlle plnylng with her slx-
yea'r-old brothor, Whlt, iu their bnck-
yard.

Whlt was tho only eyewltness to the
accldent, and he could not expluln it
because of tlie nervous fright brought
on hlm by seeing hls slster die bo-
foro his eyes. She was lltorally burn¬
ed allve, not a shred of clothing belng
left on her tlny form. Mrs. Smlth,
who was ln the basement at the tlme,
heard her daughter's agonlzed screams
and Whlt calling for his father.

Cllmbcd to Top of Fcncc.
Sho rushed out, and others in the

nelghborhood also came to glve such
aid as they could. Mrs. C. E. Watklns,
who llves next door, cllmbod to tho
top of a hlgh fence, but was unable
to get over, and rushed round to the
front door, iirrlvlng ln tlmo to see
Mrs. Smlth carrylng tho llttlo girl
into the houao. Somo colored people
who live In the rear ot the Smlth
home tore the fence down. and entered
the yard.

But there was then no flre to extln-
gulsli. It had fed Itsclf on the chlld's
clothing until thero was nothlng more
to burn, and then dled out.
Frlghtened almost into hysterics,

Mrs. Smlth carrled. the chlld in the
house and laid her down on a bed. All
hor clothing wns gone. and the body
was seared and scorched from head to
foor. Neighbors summoncd the clty
ambulance; wltli Dr. Cosby In charge,
and Drs. Gordon, Hunt and Hoge also
responded to the general alarm for
help. They dld overything that could
be done, but informed the parents that
there was absolutely no hope for thelr
daughter.

Mr. _mllh, who, for the flrst tlme
in years was away vlsltlng.ho had
gone to see some frlends on Chestnut
Hlll.was summoned home by tele¬
phone, and arrlved in time to see the
chlld die about two hours later. The
glrl lisped to hlm. but her mouth was
so badly burned that her words were
l-cducod to an inarticulate mumble. She
dld not lose consclousness until deatli
came.
Uncle and Mother Burned lo Death.
Whlt, whose birthday was yesterday,

could not tell anythlng about the ac-
cident, but an older brother saw him
tnke some firecrnckers out into the
baekynrd and heard a torpedo explode.
£0 it ls supposed that the chlld caught
flre whlle trying to set oft one of the
crackers. The flreworks had been
hought for the chlldren to be used to-
day, and Mr. Smlth had warned tho
chlldren to be carefu.1 ln their band-
llng of them. He had preached about
the dangers of flre always, for twlce
before flre has vlslted hls famlly nnd
carrled off two other members. Both
hls uncle and mother, he stated, -had
been burned to death. and he had al¬
ways had a fear of flre, and often had
lalked to Ihe chlldren about Its dan-
gers.
The funeral arrangements wlll be

made some tlme to-day.

OBSERVE HOLIDAY

Tho
clerks of the varlous courts wlll be
at thelr olllces. for a brlef tlme durlng
the* morning hotirs to iile any urgent
legal papers and. to allow Fourth of
July couples tbSse-cure marrlage 11-
censes. Councll committees and tho
clerlcal force of the Councll wlll takti
an entlro hollday, and there wlll ba
no meetings of any character to-nlght.
Many city offlcials and Councllmen left
the'Vlty on Saturday for a brlef va-
eatlon. and will not return untll to-
morrow.

TWENTY-SIX MEN NABBED

Ringlc'adcr Escaped, Crowd Fly-
ing in Every Direction When

Deputy Appeared.
Botwoon flfty and seventy-flve men

had to "buzzard" the game wlth little
eeremony yesterday afternoon when
Doputy Sheriil Traylor and Constable
Burch suddonly appeared In the mldst
of a riotirl.shing layout of poker and
"cliuck-a-luck" In tho old browery near

tho county llne in Fulton. The get-
away was very much llke what one

sees when a wlld sottor rushes Into
a blg covey of blrds. Men scatterod
ln evory direction. Never before dld
tho oflicers know that tho old building
had half so many oxlts.

"Tlie house," whlch tlie ofllcel^s thlnk
is composed of old offenders Is at large
for the present, but wlll probably be on

hand when the case Is called before
Maglstrate Lewls to-morrow morning.
Twenty-five whlto men and boys and
a lone negro were nabbed from the
spectators and summoned to appear as
witnesses. On tho "chuck-a-luck"
board.an alfalr nianufactureil from a
small goods box.thero was $3.90 In
cash, which was plcked up from t,he
floor where lt was turned ovor ln the
wild scramble to reach a place of
safety.

Bverjboily Coinpliiliiod.
The county ofilcors made tho raid at

tho complaint of residents of Fulton,
who have lonir been annoyed by the
nulsance, especlally on Sundays.
Wlves complalned that they were un-

able to keep thelr husbnnds ,at home
and parents lamented the fact thnt
thelr boys never failed to go_ forth on
the S-ubbath to."buck tho tlger" In
the old house. Yesterday.possibly be¬
cause It was the Fourth.the crowd
was larger and the klcks of God-fear-
ing persons moro strenuous. Thls led
tho offlcers to tako a hand.
They reached the nelghborhood

.shortly after 1 o'clock. and after mak¬
ing cf-rtain investlgatlons found that
there was a small army Indulging in
tho pastime, ln whlch dollars quickly
changed hands, the majorlty golng to
the iiouse. AVith plstols in elther hand
the oflicers crawled stealthily to the
main entrances and then rushed heml-
Icng lnto the gang. Havlng pulled off
=everal other little affalrs of thls klnd
these two men are well known among
the county's spcrting element, and pan-
demonlum relgned from the tlme they
made thelr appearanco. The crowd was
so large that it wns imposslble to stopl
them all.
"When the twenty-slx were finally

rounded up in the old building. eacli
declared that ho was not trying to
l-reak tho Da.nk, but slmply looking-on.
There Is reason to bell'eve, however.
that they are well aequainted with tha
lingleadcrs and will readlly give up
the lnformatlon when they como before
the maglstrate to-morrow morning.
'I he money, the chuck-a-luck layout
nnd a new deck of cards-are now re-
poslng ln the county Jail awaltlng the
litrie when the "house" arriyds.

Eseaplng from a bondagc to a whlte
man, to wliom sho dcclnro eho wa-s sold
for slx yenrs for $1 a year, Mary Smlth,
a colored glrl, flftoen years oltl, tells
a s.ory of poonnge whlch hardly hns
its parallel in the'hlstory of tho State
sinco tho trafflc in slaves was legal.
Tho caso is now In tlio hands of

Squirc Cheatham, of Chestertleld coun¬
ty, who heard it last Friday, and con¬
tlnued lt In order to awalt further ovl-
denci*. In the meantlnie a promlnent
faniily of-Forest Hlll, and Captain
Fowler. of the Sa,lvation Army. nre

seeking legal counsol to thwart thc ef¬
forts of tho whlte man to havo her re¬
turned to hls possesslon, and Captain
A. 13. Gulgon, of Rlchmond, and Ernest
Wells, of Manchester. aro also, lt l«
stated, lnterestlng themselvcs in tho
effort to have tho glrl froed from servi-
tudo.

Sold Three Yenrs Ago.
Accorcling to tho story as narrated

hy the glrl to Captain Fowler, she wns

so.lcl three years ngo, tlie price paid
for her being $fi, or a dollnrr a year.
She had served throc years of the tlme
wlth the whlte man, but lfe waa so
cruel to her that one night sho escaped
and flecl out to Forest Hill for safety
and shclter.
She was found and picked up bv

County Constable Fly-nn, who offered
her a bed In IiIb kitchen for the night.
She left the next mornlng und told
her., story to a promlnent woman llvlng
at'Forest Hill, who offered her fooJ
and clothing. and introduccd her to n
fow of tho comforts of olvlilzall.iu
Captain Fowler says the glrl told liini
that she had never slept in n bed In
her llfo and that she had never heard
tho nanie of God. Right an.1 wrong
were to her unknown quantltlcs: she
did not know df them by name even.
She know only that it was a cruol
world and that It seemed to her to con-

taln an unnecessary number of kicks
and cuffs. For clothing sho had onlj
two old callco skirts.
The case is lnterestlng In thnt It is

one of alleged peonage, for the girl's
story is that sho was abaolutely ue-

prlvcd of all freedom. It Is said thnt
the man who is alleged to have bought
her from her father ls fightlng to h ¦>.,.

hf»r plvon back into his power. ller
frlends nre preparlng to thwart her
return ,to slavery by every possihle
legal means.

POLICE HOLD HIM
FOR AWFUL CRIME

Suspect Christian of Pouring Oil
on Negro Woman an'd Then

Applying Match.
Because the clrcumslances surround-

lug the death of Florence Randolph, a

colored woman who lived at 509 Or¬
leans Street, Fulton, bore an alr of
mystery whlch the pollce did not llke,
Eddlo Chrlstlan, colored, was arrested
yesterday on susplclon of knowtng
more about tho woman's traglc death
by fire than he has cared to disclose.
The woman's shrleka aroused tho

neighborhood late Saturday night, and
noighbors golng to her rescue sum-
ino'ned tho ambulanco, whlch responded
with Dr. Cosby in charge. Tho physi¬
cian exerted every offort to revivo1 the
woman, but she was so terribly burn¬
ed over her entlre body that she llved
only a. sliort tlmo.
She and Christian lived ln thc- same

house, ahd he was the last person
seen with her untll she was found 'ln
flames. His story ia that sho caught
flre accldentally whilo pouring oil lnto
a lighted lamp, whlch exploded, throw-
Ing tho burning llquld over her cloth¬
ing. Before the woman died'-sho told
tho samo story to Dr" Cosby, who was

'improssed.wlth Its apparent truth. The
susplclon ls that Christian poured thc
oll on her and then. S"ot a match to
her; clothing,. maklrig of her a llvlng
toreh. So far, however, thero has been
no dlroct evid-'nee to connect him
with crlme, and Coroner Taylor, who
viowed the remalns yesterday and
heard somo of tho ovldonce, lnclines
to tho oplnion that sho came to her
death accldentally. He wlll hold an

inciuest thls mornlng to detcrmlne tho
cause of death.

ONLY 20 TONS IN NORFOLK

Crcmatory Selected Can Opcratc
With LessTuicl ai^d Without

Rcpair Co'st. /

Just as soon as the .Commlttee. on
Streot Cleanlng recommended to Coun¬
cll a contract for the orectlon of an
lnclnerntor, some dlsgruntlod blddof*
and others bogan spreodlng reports
that the clty hud been charged an
lniqultous prlco, and that other cltles
had secured simllar machlncry for less
money. Especlally . wero rtfports cur¬
rent ln reiatlon to tlie dlfference oC
tho prlco named ln the Wchniond con¬
tract and that recently paid by the
Board of Control of Norfolk for a
slmllar plant. Careful lnvestlgatlon
ln Norfolk does not Heem to substan-
tlato tlieso charges, for whlle the Nor¬
folk incinerator cost only $30,000. as
compared wlth the contract prlce of
$39,950, for tiio Rlchmond plant, the
former Is only'for a-capacity of twen¬
ty tons a day, as comparod wlthln
estlmated capacity of flfty tons a day
here, a dlfference, lt ls clalmed, whlch
more than justltles the lncreased cost,

Norfolk's Experience,
A special from Norfolk recelved last

nlght says:
"The Incinerator erccicd for tho clty

of Norfolk, some months ngo, cost tho
clty $30,000, cxcluslve of the slte nnd
some changes In the old bulldlng. Ac-
cordlng to orrtclalv under whom It li
now opcrating it Is glvlng satlsfae*
tlon, both as to the manner In whlch
it consumes gnrbnge, and as to the
capacity, havlng stood tlie extreme test
of last summer.

"Tho plant was erected by the
Decarle Company, and has a guaranteed
capacity of twenty tons per day. It
has only been on occasloiiB that tht
capacity has been lestcd. but in thest
instnnces lt mcasured up to the re-
qulrements, and proved more economl-
cal thnn the old Incir.eratcr. whlch was
cnllrely Inadoquatc. The local offlcials
of tho Street Cleanlng T-epartmcnt look
on it ns satlsfactory. and as equal lo
any made."

.Mnile Tour of I nnprrtlon.
As a matter of. fact there were sev¬

eral crematorles offered the Rlchmond
commlttee at a lower flgure than the
<:ne selected. A subcommittee. enn-

Klstlng of Councilinen Ratcllffe, Rosde,
Umlaiif, Hobson and Alderman Ben-
nett made a tour nf Insr-cctlon recently
and sitw a number of Inclnerators in
operation. hovcral of the low prlce
rriachinea woro found to bave larue fuel
consumpllon. requlrlng contlnuouB coal
firos, wiille by Ihe system selected,
much of th*1 jrarbage and refuse. after
passing through a dryor, becomes fuel,
atid is lt:<elf used lo incinernte other
materlnl. The old style brlck crema-

lory rcqulres annual repnlrs, and al-
though Jl.Son was spont last year In
rebulldlng the furnaces, the plant wlll
have lo be closed down thls summer
for ,ten days or more for. extenslvo
repalrs and rebulldlng of Ihe brlck
ovens, which have glven out Just at »

perlod when prompt incineration ot
garbajre Is most essentlal. The ma-
..hlnery selected meets the rcqulro-
ments nf tho Board of .Health as to
tho sanltary dlspoxal of refiiKe without
unhealthy and dlsagreeable odors. and
the plans for the building as origlnally
proposed havo been altered to meet tho
vlews of the Building lnspector as lo
Kiibstantl.il construction and con-
vonlencc of.access.
